Mr. Bellamy is indeed a John the Bap- 
tist of the new dispensation; he speaks as 
an echo of that all-present voice which is 
pleading in the great heart of our common 
humanity against tyranny and oppression 
in their every form, and urging the adop- 
tion of measures whereby all people can 
feel their interests to be truly one. Unity 
is the basic principle of reality; ** United 
we stand, divided we fall,” is an ever true 
motto, and until it is practiced as well as 
preached, neither America nor any other 
portion of the earth can be '*a home of 
the free,” except in name, even though 
in a military sense it be ever so much a 
“ land of the brave.” 

In the new era, the soldier’s occupation 
will happily be gone; military training 
schools will have become obsolete; gun- 
powder will, if used at all, be employed 
exclusively for subduing hard rock and 
other substances over which man, with 
ever increasing intelligence, will exert 
fuller and fuller dominion, while those 
hideous monsters, monopoly and compe- 
tition, which now menace human safety 
and happiness at every turn, will have 
sunk into the bottomless pit of final obliv- 
ion, from the depths of which there can be 
no resurrection. Such has ever been the 
prophet’s and the poet’s dream; and no 
matter how pessimistic, so far as the pres- 
ent is concerned, people may be, we can 
hardly find any one, certainly no consider- 
able body of persons melancholy enough 
to hold no bright view of a future state 
here or hereafter, in which such glowing 
predictions shall be actually fulfilled. 

** Looking Backward” is, and is not, a 
religious romance; it treats incidentally of 
religion, but mainly it deals with the great 
industrial problem which seemingly is be- 
coming more and more difficult of solution 
day by day. Evolution is the watchword 
of science and of progress, therefore we 
hardly expect to hear any scientist de- 
nounce as too utopian, the scheme of 
industrial co-operation advanced by Mr. 
Bellamy, but many evolutionists (those of 
the school of Herbert Spencer, for in- 
Stance), are apt to take a very leisurely 
view of human advancement, for while 
they do not question the forward tendency 
of all events, they would be apt to radically 
differ from our author with regard to the 
length of time required to consummate 
the marvelous changes said by him to be 
now on the very verge of complete fulfill- 
ment. 

Many of you are no doubt aware that it 
was Mr. Bellamy’s first intention to place 
Julian West’s strange adventure in the 
year 3ooo, but after mature thought and 
deliberation, he decided that that date 
would be entirely too remote if the tale 
was to exert any great influence for good 
on the present generation, as, however 
much people may revel in the contempla- 
tion of blissto come, it needs to be shown, 
or at least Suggested that something is 
attainable in the near future to stir up 
much enthusiasm in the modern mind. 

To proceed immediately to the narrative 
—Julian West (the hero), is a cultured 


young Bostonian of the year 1887, who on 
the 3oth of May (Decoration Day) of that 
year, goes with a party of friends to visit 
cemeteries and decorate the soldiers' graves 
according to revered custom; among the 
party is a young lady belonging to an ex- 
cellent family who is his affianced bride; 
the young couple were to have been mar- 
ried as soon as the bridegroom could get a 
house ready to receive his bride; this work 
was greatly delayed by strikes among 
workmen, which circumstance opens the 
way for an easy slide into the defects and 
wrongs of the present industrial system, 
and for presenting a glowing picture of 
life under other and far happier conditions, 
where equity instead of injustice would 
prevail. Julian West is a sufferer from 
sleeplessness, and to induce sleep when 
particularly restless, he was accustomed to 
employ the services of a prefessional mes- 
merist, under whose manipulative treat- 
ment he soon fell into refreshing slumber, 
from which a faithful attendant knew just 
how to awaken him ata desired hour, if 
he slept beyond a reasonable period. 

On the particular evening when the 
story opens, the mesmerist gave Mr. West 
the usual treatment, which soon sncceeded 
in producing the state of somnia desired, 
but two events occurred which kept the 
young man an unconscious prisoner in his 
sleeping apartment for one hundred and 
thirteen years (it must here be mentioned 
that Mr. West’s chamber was a subterra- 
nean apartment built in the foundations of 
the house, of the stoutest character, so 
constructed as to shut out all noise of the 
city, and afford a burglar proof receptacle 
for valuable documents, and it was per- 
fectly ventilated and most comfortable and 
ingenious in every way conceivable). The 
mesmerist left that night for a distant city, 
and as was afterwards discovered, a fire 
burnt .the house and probably the man 
who was sleeping in it, but did not leave 
any clue to the whereabouts of the subter- 
ranean room; of whose existence people 
in general knew nothing, and which it 
(the fire) completely covered with ashes 
and other debris. 

More than one hundred and thirteen 
years later, in September 2000, Julian 
West awakes to find himself in a pleasant 
room, certainly not his own, attended by 
gracious friends, but persons with whose 
appearance he is quite unacquainted. 
Thinking he must have singularly overslept 
himself, sleeping possibly entirely through 
one or even two, possibly three whole 
days, he eagerly inquires where he is and 
and how he came there, to which questions 
he receives answers he cannot possibly 
accept, for he is intormed as soon as Dr. 
Leete (his new host), considers him suffi- 
ciently refreshed with food of which he 
bas partaken, that it is now September 
2000, he cannot possibly arrive at any 


outtottering. Butas is always the case, 
when wonders are suddenly brought face 
to face with us, we do not realize them as in- 
tensely as we do later on; it is therefore quite 
harmony with science and general ex- 
perience to record the fact that this 
uniquely situated man did not grasp the 
wonder of his situation in any degree fully 
until the following morning, when he 
awoke for the first time alone, to find 
himself a dweller in a new age, among 
people, not the oldest among whom was 
born when last he mingled among man- 
kind. 
The old order of things, Mr. Bellamy 
has aptly likened to a coach struggling up 
a steep and toilsome ascent, drawn with 
great difficulty by a number of unfortu- 
nate persons who have no respite from the 
constant strain and danger of their ardu- 
ous toil, while seated on top of the vehicle 
are a number of passengers who add to 
the weight and burden of the crowd who 
are pulling it along, but while they do 
nothing but add to the labor of others, 
think themselves entitled to the very bigh- 
est esteem, as well as from total exemp- 
tion from every form of labor. If an ac- 
cident happens to him who is pulling, 
some one on top contributes a trifle to 
ease his suffering, but no one thinks of 
stepping down and assisting to lighten the 
load or relieve the sufferer. As the law 
of compensation, however, can never be 
argued or sent out of the universe, or 
made to take its deprrture from human 
affairs, those who revel in luxurious idle- 
ness while others’ backs are almost broken 
with the loads they carry, are by no means, 
as a body, happy or secure. At any mo- 
ment they may fall from their elevated 
seats, and if they do there is nothing that 
can save them from the disagreeable 
necessity of helping to drag the coach. 
This picture presents vividly and truth- 
fully the condition of society as it is to- 
day, (1889), for do we not read daily of 
opulent families being suddenly plunged 
into abysses of destruction, and occasion- 
ally of the very poorest being lifted to the 
highest rank. Uncertainty is felt on all 
sides, and for this reason- alone, many 
who are comparatively wealthy, as well as 
multitudes who suffer from  distressing 
poverty, are eagerly desirous to lend a 
hand—the reconstruction of society. 
Henry George, and all advocates of the 
single tax system, realize that the present 
system of land tenure is unjust in the ex- 
treme, that it encourages avarice and a 
host of kindred ills, and positively dis- 
courages attempts which would otherwise 
be made to improve the present condition 
of the earth and humanity; such reform- 
ers are not as a rule full-fledged Nation- 


conclusion except that some acquaintances 
are playing a practical joke on him; but 
as the Doctor, who appears a staid, sensi- 
ble man, not at all likely to practice boyish 
folly, he grows angry, thinking he may be 
the victim of some plot, and insists on an 
immediate explanation of the affair, where- 
upon Dr. Leete conducts him to the rear 
of the house where from a spacious bal- 
cony he beholds a scene of splendor such 
as could be beheld nowhere when he went 
to sleep. 

Boston it was, which stretched out be- 
fore him, the old familiar Charles river 
still wended its sinuous way in the same 
direction as of yore; various points of in- 
terest familiar to his childhood days, were 
still to be seen as natural landmarks in all 
directions, but the city itself was completely 
metamorphosed; where formerly streets 
had been narrow and tortuous, they were 
now wide and regular; where wretched 
hovels had contrasted hideously with 
sumptuous palaces, such frightful ana- 
chronisms were no longer visible; where 
stores and places of trade of every kind 
bad formerly been thick as mushrooms 
after a rain, no vestige of the old style of 
doing business could be discerned, and 
where once the air was thick and foul with 
the smoke from countless chimneys, it was 
now clear and pure, with not a sign of 
smoke rising anywhere. 

Such a startling and resplendent picture 
of a thoroughly regenerated city, almost 
made the new spectator's reason reel; had 
he been conscious of long absence from 
home, and heard or read of great 
changes meanwhile, he would have been 
indeed extremely surprised at alterations 
so radical and immense, but to be con- 
scious of nothing but going to sleep at 


night, and waking up apparently the next 


alists, though they advocate nationaliza- 
tion of land, but their reason for not 
advocating the whole of the system de- 
scribed in **Looking Backward," is that 
reforms, if lasting, are always accompilshed 
gradually and (say they), we should bend 
our energies to a given point and seek to 
redress some special grievance before 
passing on the future measures of coming 
generations. 

The particular beauty of Bellany's pic- 
ture, is that it is a complete portrait of a 
coming age, not a far distant period, but 


day, and then behold such matchless 
transformation, was more than unassisted 
human intellect knew how to grasp with- 


pictures, etc., to increase their beauty, 
and in these resorts they find printed lists 
of all the articles purchasable in the coun- 
try these are acurately and fully described 
in catalogues issued by the government. 
Miss Leete selects from one of these the 
articles she wants; calls for samples, and 
without further to do, presents her credit 
card to the clerk who takes her order and 
punches out the amount of her indebted- 
ness. In a very short time the order is 
fillled from a great central reservoir of 
goods, and she knows if she traded all 
over the country she could get nothing 
better or cheaper than what she has pro- 
cured at the office nearest her own door. 
Money is abolished, but the old terms, 
dollars and cents, are still employed for 
convenience sake, and while under the 
new system every citizen, male and female, 
receives an equal allowance, over and 
above all that is needed to supply every- 
body handsomely, there is a large surplus 
fund, out of which public buildings are 
erected and improvements constantly 
made. This charming picture calls to 
mind the ‘‘miracle” of the loaves and 
fishes, when Jesus handled what appeared 
to others a scant supply, there was not 
only enough to supply the actual necessity 
of the throng, but after they were all 
filled twelve eat full of fragments re- 
mained; a beautiful and most instructive 
metaphor of how far things will go when 
rightly handled which seem oppressively 
insufficient when ignorantly mismanaged. 
We hear a great deal about the folly of 
seeking to divide the wealth of the world 
into as many parts as there are people, 
and then giving each one an equal share, 
and constantly are we reminded that were 
this division of wealth made one day, 
everything would be as uneaqual as ever 
again the next, and, moreover, we are 
told, there could be only a scanty pittance 
for each individual, a sum so small that 
no one could encourage the arts or live in 
anything like comfort. This foolish state- 
ment grows out of several vital miscon- 
ceptions concerning capital and labor. 
Now, capital is creator and so is labor, but 
creative capital is natural, not artificial 
capital. Land, water, air, light, mineral 
deposits in the bowels of the earth, must 
all be regarded as natural capital which 
includes also, nature, human intelligence, 
and the physical power of the workman. 
Such capital is universal, and affords op- 
portunity for labor, but fictitious or arti- 
ficial capital which must include every- 
thing to which the alleged owner is not 
rightly and naturally entitled, is 2 curse 
and hindrance which can never become a 
blessing. 
If one thousand or one million able- 
bodied, intelligent men and women were 
to found a colony somewhere where virgin 
soil has to be broken up, and not one of 
them possessed of a particle of money 
these people could create wealth, not only 
sufficient to support themselves in com- 
fort, but to export so as to directly and 
materially add to the aggregate wealth of 
mankind. Where would this wealth pro- 
ceed from but from man's co-operation 
with nature, which means a power within 
man, acting in concert with what is not 
man; in this way is wealth subject to im- 
measurable increase, but there cannot 
possibly be any increase unless there be 
labor, and there can be no labor where 


within the next one hundred years at far- 
thest, for when Julian West sees Boston, 
thus beautiful and complete in the year 
2000, what he beholds is not very recent, 
it is an established order, fully as estab- 
lished as any system which traces its ori- 
gin even to antiquity. The striking differ- 
ence between shopping in 2000, and shop- 
ping in 1887, consisted in the fact that 
when Mr. West accompanied Miss Leet 
to'the co-operatiae stores of the new era, 
he found her method of transacting busi- 
ness totally different from anything to 
which he had been accustomed; he bad 
seen ladies rush from one establishment 
to another driving bargains, and trying to 
get articles at the lowest possible cost; he 
had known of one shopkeeper competing 
with another; he had seen and read sen- 
sational advertisements in newspapers 
flatly contradicting each other, and was 
well acquainted with clerks whose princi- 
pal occupation was trying to force goods 
upon reluctant buyers, making them be- 
lieve they positively needed things they 
didn’t want, and assuring them that they 
were paying very little for articles actually 
dear. In 2000 no such stores, advertise- 
ments, signs or clerks; purchasers enter 
bandsome public buildings, with fountains, 


there is no field for it. Exchanging com- 
modities and coin can never add to the 
aggregate of wealth, for it is only movin 
it from one place to another; &pecalation 
can only add to wealth as it developes 
new industries, and no industries can be 
Carried on where there is no land at the 
disposal of tbe industrious. A little rea- 
soning will show therefore, that man on 
earth is so circumstanced, that he is alike 
dependent upon capital within and with- 
Out, viz., the recources of his own nature 
and those of the earth on which he dwell: 
while neither are sufficient to supply his 
necessities, unless be add his own indus- 
try in developing both these sets of Te- 
pores the inner and the outer. 

Many theological critics of « ing 
Backward,"bave objected to what serve 
**Bellamy's dream of an improbable fu- 
ture," on the ground that Complete indus- 
trial co-operation would rob men of that 
stimulus and exertion which competition 
supplies. Others have contended that the 
whole scheme Is repugnant to the spirit of 
the gospel which teaches that man must 
be righteous from an inward impulse, not 
by Teason of a perfected external ma- 
chinery for making men good in spite of 
Continued om Sixth Page. 


Letter from Mrs, Emily B. Ruggles. 


Eprrox or Gotb Gara: 

** A paternal government is an infernal 
government," said Henry Ward Beecher. 
This is the head line of the Vativnal ZLib- 
erator, a monthly paper published in 
Boston, whose editorial contributors are 
among the most advanced thinkers of our 
time. I always rebel at this sentiment 
quoted írom Beecher, and wish he could 
explain or revise the above motto from his 
present standpoint as an arisen spirit. I 
am sure Beecher would now endorse the 
ideas expressed in the editorial fragments 
of the GOLDEN Gare of August 24, 1889, 
where you say: ‘‘ We believe in a paternal 
and maternal government—a government 
that cares for and protects the weaklings of 
the great family. The parent shields the 
child from danger, and guards and protects 
its interests. What is man but a child ‘a 
little older grown?’ Thousands of our 
people are no more fitted to care for them- 
selves than are children. They become 
the prey of the greedy and dishonest in 
many ways. They yield to vice and in- 
temperance, and become burdens upon 
the thrifty and virtuous. Why should 
they not be protected, just as the wise 
father would protect his child, for their 
own good, and the good of the rest of the 
family. We make laws to restrain man in 
certain matters, thereby recognizing the” 
inability of some to respect the rights of 
others. Why should any be left to go to 
destruction? What sort of a government 
is it, that tempts any of its citizens to de- 
struction, as our weak ones are tempted 
by the thousands of liquor saloons that 
defile all our great cities? When man 
becomes wise enough to be safely allowed 
to be a law unto himself, then he will 
need no other protection than that of bis 
own unfolded soul. But the average man 
is yet far from that millennial condition.” 

I copy the whole of Brother Owen’s 
fragment, and wish also to call attention 
to the same suggestions in this week's GoL- 
DEN Gare (Sept. 7, 1889), where the 
fragments give this idea: ‘* The Govern- 
ment owns the public lands; it owns the 
vast postal system, etc., why should it not 
own the telegraph and railroad systems? 
Why not control for the best good of its 
citizens the manufacture of cloth, lumber, 
iron and leather? Why should it not own 
the coal mines, and the oil deposits, ¿nd 
supply the same to the people at a mini- 
mum of cost ?” 

These quotations from the GOLDEN GATE 
are just what I would have sent to the 
Liberator Yong ago if I had had the ability 
to put such ideas on paper, and the time 
to do so. 

Mr. J. W. Fletcher inaugurated our 
spiritual meetings for the Fall and 
Winter work last Sunday, September 8th; 
he is a great favorite with Brooklyn Spirit- 
ualists, and received quite an ovation as 
he came upon the platform, in a storm of 
applause. Mr. Fletcher chose for his sub- 
ject, ‘‘ The Inevitable Surrender of Or- 
thodoxy;" among all the good and true 
words he uttered was, that Spiritualism 
had been educating the pulpit, press and 
public in general for a half century, and 
now they are using our expressions as their 
own, Talmage included.

Mythology. 


DY JESSE 5. HALSTEAD, 


According to the present use of our 
language, a myth is an idea or fancy pre- 
sented in the historical form. 

A myth is is not to be confounded with 
an allegory; the one being an unconscious 
act of the individual mind, at an early 
stage of society. The other a concious 
act of the individual at an early stage of 
social progress. 

The parables of the New Testament 
are allegorical, no one should mistake them 
for realities, They are known to have 
been written for a special didactic purpose 
and so received. Even myths of which 
the allegorical significance are plain, such 
as the well-known Greek myth of Proms- 
theus and Epinetheus were received as 
facts of early tradition by the Greeks. 

Though divided into several classes, the 
most important are the theological and 
moral. The oldest theology of all nations 
is in the form of myths, hence the great 
importance of mythological study now 
universally recognized. For it is not oc- 
cupied merely or mainly with strange fan- 
cies and marvelous fictions invented for 


the sake of amusement, but contains the 
fundamental ideas belonging to the moral 
and religious nature of man, as they have 
been embodied by the imaginative faculty 
of the most favored races, 

There is nothing, however, to prevent 
even a monotheistic people from exhibit- 
ing certain great ideas of their faitb, so as 
by prosaic minds to be taken for literal 
historical tacts. 

It is quite difficult in polytheistic re- 
ligions to draw any strict lines between 
physical and theological myths; as the di- 
vinity of all the operations of nature is 
the first postulate of polytheism, and every 
physical phenomenon becomes the mani- 
festations of a God. 

The great mass of Greek people in- 
deed—oí whom we have a characteristic 
type in the traveler Pansanies—accepted 
their oldest legends in the mass as divine 
and human facts; but of the Sicilians, 
Epicharmus and Empedocles, we find 
that philosophers and poets begun to iden- 
tify Jove with the upper sky, Apollo with 
tbe nether atmosphere and so on; that is 
they interpreted their mythology as a 
poetry of nature. And so on down to 
modern times the general laws of mythical 
interpretation and the character of myths 
has formed the basis of much speculation.

At a seance in my house September ro, 
1889, Mr. Chester Fish was controlled by 
my old friend, Captain A. Partridge, who 
was Superintendent of the A. L. S. and 
Mil. Academy, Middletown, Connecticut, 
up to the year 1828. 

“ There is a grandeur indescribable 
about these great privileges of spirit return 
that we knew but little about in the long 
ago, but how changedare all things in one 
short lifetime. How long, when contem- 
plating the multitude of events composing 
life, and how short to look back from our 
earliest remembrance in view of the flight 
oftime! But so it seems; life here in the 
form is but a small fragment, when com- 
pared to the endless cycles of time tbat are 
to come hereafter. It is good to know 
that the noble, true and consistent can 
never die; only error and mistakes die. 

“ Of tne past, the real individual finds 
a busy life before him when the earthly 
Schoolis ended. There are many remem- 
brances of early days, that come back to 
me as I view from the spirit home the 
career of those with whom I bave been 
acquainted. Nothing is lost, but some-

Co-operation of the Invisible World, 


George Carpenter, M. D., of South 
Bend, Indiana, gives in the Better Way of 
July 27th, the following interesting state- 
ments: 

In 1848 I was travelling westward onthe 
prairie west of Beloit, Wis., (about four 
hundred miles from my home in Ohio) in 
company with a friend in search of a place 
to practise medicine. I had left a young 
wife in care of my uncle-—an old experi- 
enced physician—in good health and with- 
out care or anxiety. We were within one 
day’s drive of our objective point, Galena, 
Ill., when at midday, while driving listless- 
ly along with nothing, not even a tree ora 
shrub to attract my attention, I was caused 
to stop my team and a voice hardly audi- 
ble to me said, ** Go home; your wife is 
sick, and they think she is dying.” I said 
to my companion, ‘‘I must go home; 
Phila is sick.” We turned around and 
retraced our steps. i 

On arriving home I found my wife sick 
nigh unto death, and calling for me. I 
learned that at the time I heard the call, 
the day and hour, the friends thought her 
dying. The probabilities were that she 
could not survive another day, when I 
arrived home. She recovered speedily. 
By all who know of the facts my call home 
was thought wonderful. = 

I explained it on the principles of mes- 
merism, not knowing anything of spiritual 
communication at that time. 

During the winter of 1852, I was attend- 
ing the University of Michigan at Ann Ar- 
bor, and was relating some of my experi- 
ences to a lawyer from Syracuse, N. Y., 
who requested of me the privilege of in- 
vestigating the phenomena if any occurred, 
of the occult force, attending me at times. 
I stated to him I expected to be notified 
from my home in Ohio of any occurence 
that might be of importance and. would 
give him notice of any communications 
from there in time to prove its truth or 
falsity. 

A few days thereafter when I came from 
my room, I said to Mr. Avery: “I have 
received word from home this morning. 
My little daughter is sick and my wife has 
sent for my uncle five miles away, and I 
shall receivea letter this evening to that ef- 
ect." By his request a committee was ap- 
pointed to await upon me through the day 
and not let me out of sight a moment till af- 
ter the mail should be received. These 
things were known to the professors and 
class, and talked much of. We went tofthe 
post office that evening and inquired it 
there was a letter forme. There was. I 
requested it to be delivered to my escort, 
and he handed it to Mr. Avery. In it he 
read: ‘* Mary was taken very sick in the 
night, and I have sent for uncle this morn- 
ing." 

The next morning I announced another 
letter on the road, in whicb it would state 
uncle came yesterday and pronounced the 
case measles. No danger; will not call 
again'unless sent for. The same process 
of espionage was had through the day, and 


a letter received at evening mail and |g 


handed unopened to Mr. Avery for pe- 
rusal; and in it was found the message as 
given in the morning. I and my peculiar 
gift became the theme of conversation in 
the hotel and college for many days. I 
was a mesmerizer and clairvoyant, or so 
considered. I wish to relate one more in- 
cident which occurred at the house of a 
stranger, the name at this distance is for- 
gotten: 

Two little girls of the ages of about 
seven and eleven, were silting around a 
stand—one of those old-fashioned ones, 
square, heavy and solid. They held their 
hands on the top, and it began to move. 
I asked them to talk to it. The eldest 
said, ‘* Please get up on two legs.” It 
immediately rose up. ‘* Now get up on 
one leg again.” It obeyed. I asked to 
have it leap off of the floor. Itdid so and 
fell in a broken heap on the floor, which 
frightened the children very much. I 
assured them, however, and promised to 
have the stand repaired, etc. 
time for several years I was thrown out of 
opportunities for investigation of occult- 
ism, till about twenty years ago, when we 
held seances at my house, where we had 
many wonderful incidents of manifestation 
of a power that claimed to be from spirits 
of men returning to demonstrate a con- 
scious existence beyond the grave.

they will think you vascillating and be 
frightened; let it be and correct it in your 
morning call." I did so, and all was well. 

A few days thereafter I was called into 
the country to see a little girl in a family 
of one ot my old patrons. I diagnosed 
the case to be a fever which was prevail- 
asan epidemic, and very fatal. Almost 
all who were attacked died. We doctors 
were in despair over our lack of success in 
treating it. I said to the mother, ** Mrs.

"The Light of Egypt."

This is a good book and timely in its 
appearance. But as I propose to be crit- 
ical, as well as commendatory, I will be- 
gin by saying tbat the title is a misnomer. 
It should be the Light of America. A 
book that treats lucidly of phrenology, 
corsets, and modern mediumship, gathers 
light from some other place besides Egypt 
or Atlantis. 

It will be widely read, and its influence 
will be conservative and good. It is 
needed at the present time to prevent the 
erroneous and disastrous conclusions that 
such books as esoteric Buddhism are lead- 
ing multitudes to who are seeking light,, 
truth and a refuge from our absurd the- 
ology, and fragmentary systems of science. 

Notwithstanding he condemns those 
who base their ideas on the results of rea- 
soning that cannot be verified according 
to modern methods, he begins by attempt- 
ing to show what Deity was before the 
manifestation of our mundane sphere, or, 
indeed, of any palpable matter whatever. 

He says, “What is Deity? Absolute 
potentiality; uncreated, eternal, pure, 
formless, spirit, unlimited, unconditional 
intelligence.” ; 4 

This is good, but it might be in place 
to say there is no devil. Deific power 
and intelligence never divided his domin- 
ion with his malignant enemy. This idea 
is absurd on its face. It was a lame and 
impotent attempt to reconcile an absurd 
dogma of theology with the existence of 
evil. But evil is here, and how do you

account for its origin and existence ? 
Without attempting to ‘‘deny it away,” its 
mission and character may be made to 
appear consistent with the attributes of 
God, and the facts of the material uni- 
verse. The main good that Christian 
Science will do, is to disseminate the 
correct idea with regard to this devil an- 
nex dogma. Incidentally it will do much 
in'freeing many from the drag superstition: 

Our anonymous author believes, not 
only in evolution, but involution, which 
he teaches preceded it. He teaches that 
in the beginning, or as far back as can be 
cognized by the trancendental human fac- 
ulties, all existed in an infinite extension 
of unatomized spirit. But this male and 
female principle, love and wisdom— 
moved on this, causing an atomization and 
a seperation of the finer and coarser 
atoms and their polarization. By involu- 
tion the spiritual part became mixed with 
coarse matter, making a process of evo- 
lution by which, through mineral, vegeta- 
ble, and animal life, conscious individual 
entities could be brought into existence. 

The object of this creation and devel- 
opment I will give in the author's words : 
“The divine purpose of creation is the 
differentiation of the unconscious formless 
one, and the grand outcome of this divine 
purpose is the ultimation of Deific intelli- 
gences, separate minds reflecting the di- 
vine idea of the universal mind, con- 
scious, individualized mentalities possess- 
ing immortal souls capable of eternal pro- 
gression, whó as differentiated life atoms 
of the creator—this grand Arbiter of the 
whole—become themselves secondary cre- 
ators and the arbitrators of the destinies 
of worlds." 

It is not supposed that this brief state- 
ment will convey a clear idea of the scope 
of the work, to those not thoroughly versed 
in the philosophy it involves. "They must 
not only read the book, but study it also. 
"Those interested in such studies will be 
richly repaid for so doing. 

"The author combats the doctrine of re- 
incarnation in the physical form, also the 
doctrine of Karma as connected therewith; 
but teaches that Karma is the consequence 
of acts and growth in the body, appearing 
in the spiritual plane, and this seems self 
evident if we admit continued existence.

Phrenology is treated im a lucid and 
common sense manner—quite an improve- 
ment on Spezheim or Fowler; but what 
light Egypt has thrown upon the subject is 
notclear.

The Despotism of Superstition. 


Enrror or GoLpEN GATE: 

Thomas Carlyle said a strange thing 
when he spoke of '* The beneficence of 
despotism.” 

All beings of the intellectual order 
are born in ignorance; the rich as well 
asthe poor. Ignorance and superstition, 
like the poor, we always have with us. 
Ignorance, superstition and fear, are a 
trinity of potencies of the negative cast, 
which never yield without a struggle, and 
then under protest. Obstruction is their 
bent, and holding back their habit. 

The temper of ignorance is to assume 
the opposite, to swell and strive to fill a 
scant measure. The spirit of superstition, 
like insanity, is found everywhere except 
at home. We never suspect we ourselves 
are superstitious. 

While ignorance and superstition are 
quite synonymous, knowledge and learn- 
ing do not cure them. Reason and logic 
are remedies and help to their removal, 
but they often fail till another force, which 


is wit and ridicule, are aimed against them. 

Alfred, Canon of Beverly, England, a 
prelate, or St. John of Beverly, from the 
"spirit realm, says: ** None can know the 
truth better than those who have been de- 
ceived. I was extricated from the trammels 
of creed and dogmas, through the efforts of 
another, whose religion I cursed. It was 
the wit and sarcasm of Voltaire that 
brought me from a night of hell, such as 
T would not condemn my worst enemy to 
endure. This terrible night was of six 
hundred years duration." 

Jacob J. Bicernstahl, a Swedish trav- 
gler, who died at Salonica, 1779, says: ** I 
"was intimately acquainted with Voltaire, 
cand we had many extraordinary conversa- 
ions together. And it ended in Voltaire's 
wit killing my religion." 

So we see these men had learning 
-enough, but for all that continued under 
the despotic rule of their superstitious 
bent, until prodded by the mental daggers 
of wit and ridicule. 

"Theodore Parker was a man of knowl- 
edge, and eminent in learning; and though 

long a dweller in super-mundane spheres, 
gathering such knowledge as observation 
-and elevated society affords, he still labors 
under the despotism of superstition. He 
clings to the absurd habit ot praying to an 
imaginary personality commonly called 
"God. (See Banner of Light, and back 
numbers.) 

To the question, ‘* What is Deity ? " he 
answers: ** Mind; the combined intelli- 
gence of the universe." 

Question—What is that combination ? 
Isit notscattered? As well talk of com- 
bined space or combined dialect. Again 
to a question, ** Is the personality of God 
visible to spirits? If so, how does he 
look?” 

Answer—'* Yes; the personality of God 
is visible to spirits and that personality is 
represented in all the various forms that 
make up the various conditions of life. 
We see God in the flowers, in the storm, 
the starlight, tne daylight, the saint, the 


sinner. This personality is represented in 
no other way." He did not say how He 
looks. 


How different is this diffusive God-mat- 
ter which is everywhere in general and no- 
where in particular, from the aggregate 
organism of the human race which consti- 
tutes the God of August Comte, and dom- 
inates the religion of positive philosophy. 

When Comte or his desciples pray to this 
Godistic human organism he and they ad- 
dress the aggregate non-focalized intelli- 
gence of the universe. This embraces all 
animai and human intellectuality. Bear 
in mind there is no intelligence outside cf 
cerebral matter, be that cerebrum or cere- 
bration, celestial or mundane, it is all the 
same. How can you gather Parker's 
“t combinee intelligence of the universe,” 
God, into the focal unit of a personality ? 
How can you combine the personality of 
the flower, the storm, the starlight, the 
daylight, the thunder, the earthquake, 
into an individual to whom you will ad- 
dress a prayer? 

“ The universe represents not only infi- 
nite forces, but it represents also infinite 
impotence. We may look at it with eyes 
of adoration, or make faces at it, and 
blaspheme it, but forall its power it can 
not move a finger to touch us. Why, 
then, should a man be in awe of this lub- 
berly All, whose blindness and impotence 
are at least as remarkable as its power.”* 

Therefore, to pray to Spencer’s Un- 
knowable or to beseech that God person- 
ality which Mr. Parker says spirits see, is 
to prostrate ourselves before naught but a 
< Jubberly All.” 

Is not this the colossus of mammoth 
absurdities? Here is the despotism of 
superstition. In the light of rational acu- 
men, these Theistic postulates are moun- 
tains of rags, and the bulky tatters of 
ecclesiastical industry. 

"Those answers of the good Mr. Parker 
were evidently delivered under stress of 
necessity and by the pious throes of des- 
peration. So far is it from “the combined 
intelligence of the universe," this Deity 
answer is outside the bounds ot all intel- 
lectual philosophy and all logical mentality. 

It would be amusing if it were not 
tedious and vain, to give the definitions of 
Deity and religion. God and religion, in 
spite of the so-called fixity and unchange- 
ableness of the former, are a good deal as 
Mr. Parker said of another subject— 
“They are nota punctum stans, they are a 
punctum fluens.” They are on the waves 
and must move, In a general way that

movement is onward, at other times it is a 
movement of regression. 

Suppose Rev. Minot Savage, or some 
devout Christian critic, should, in view of 
past experience, in view of the daily and 
perennial abnegation of prayer, resolve the 
other orthodox Deity into the extreme of 
a Divine conglomerate, how far apart 
would these parties, Comte, Mallock, 
Savage, the faded Christian and the facts, 
be from each other? 

In one of those sky-scraping chapters of 
the ** Sun Angels’ Order of Light,” is an 
item by ''Georgia," as follows: ‘* As 
angels look back o'er the history of the 
ages and see the sorrow and trials, suffer- 
ing and unrest caused by the belief in a 
Supreme being, they search the realms of 
light for an antidote to all this." 

"Thus, from the higher spheres is pointed 
out another example of the despotism of 
superstition. Belief in the so-called God 
brings—or as Georgia expresses it— 
** causes sorrow, trials, suffering and un- 
rest." Yes! There you have it. -These 
are the normal penalties of error; no mat- 
ter though they relate to Deity, Devil or 
Democrat;—no disrespect to the latter, 
which doubtless is the least harmful. 

They search for **an antidote.” What 
is that? Did they find it? If finding, 
what then? Did she or they employ it or 
teach others its use? Don’t know; there 
it seemed to have dropped. 

One fact is plain and cheering, which 
is, that Georgia herself has outgrown the 
superstitious bugbear about Jehovah, and 
is trying to scrape the scales from the eyes 
of others.

At What Age Should the Average Wo- 
man of Civilization Marry ? 


A writer in the Hospital magazine 
thinks that the best time for the average 
civilized woman to marry is any time be- 
tween 24 and 36 years of age. It is not 
said that no woman sbould marry earlier or 
later than either of those ages; but youth 
and health and vigor are ordinarily at their 
highest perfection between these two pe- 
tiods. Very early marriages are seldom 
desirable for girls, and that for many rea- 
sons. The brain is immature, the reason 
is feeble, and the character is unformed. 
The considerations which would prompt a 
girl to marry at 17 would in many cases 
bave very little weight with her at 24. 
At 17 she is a child, at 24 a woman. 
Where a girl has intelligent parents the 
seven years b2tween 17 and 24 are periods 
when the mind and body are most amen- 
able to wise discipline, and best repay the 
thought and toil devoted to their develop- 
ment. 

Before 17 few girls have learned to un- 
derstand what life is; what discipline is, 
what duty is. They cannot value what 
is best, either in the father's wisdom or in 
the mother's tenderness. When married 
at that childish period they aré like young 
recruits taken fresh from the farm and the 
work-shop and hurried off to a long cam- 
paign without any period of preliminary 
drill and training, or like a schoolboy re- 
moved from school to curacy without be- 
ing sent to the university or to a theologi- 
cal hall. Who can help grieving over a 
child-wife, especially if she have children 
anda husband i$ an inexperienced and 
possibly exacting boy-man? The ardor of 
his love soon cools: the visionary bliss of 
her poetical imagination vanishes like the 
summer mist; there is nothing left but 
disapointment and wonder that what 
promised to be so beautiful and long a day 
should have clouded over almost before 
sunrise.

Letter from Mrs. Bushnell. 


EpiTOX oF Gotpzx Gare: 


I promised to tell some of my friends 
through the columns of your most valu- 
able paper, something of the incidents of 
my journey. I will speak only aíter leav- 
ing our commodious quarters on the “‘Cen- 
tral Pacific.” We embarked on the “Rio 
Grande” to Salt Lake, the capital of Utah; 
it has a population of 40,000, and the 
inexplicable mystery, the great Salt Lake. 

This body of water that lies so motion- 
less at the feet of many hills, has seven- 
teen per cent. salt, and an area of 2000 
square miles, its Salt Lake basin is 200 
miles long. I noticed as our swift little 
train swept around the curves and bends 
near this briny deep, that the sky above 
reflected its fleecy clouds on the cold, 
immovable face of this wonder, whose 
bosom never throbs with joy, or thrills 
with emotion at the approach of nature's 
Sweetest smiles. We were not long in 
reaching the world renowned City of Salt 
Lake, once the pride of Brigham Young, 
whose body now sleeps in a fine inclosure 
with his first and second wives. But the 
Gentiles invaded his hiding place, nestled 
among the hills, and with the march of 
progress has made it one of the most lovely 
cities in the west. 

We speed on over plains, through fertile 
valleys, over mountains, through gorges, 
Over streams, through tunnels, my admir- 
ation increasing at every rew and grand 
scene.

One was passed in our own State nearly

you, you will find it. It provides that the 
effects of alcohol and narcotics on the hu- 
man system shall be taught in every grade, 
and no teacher failing to comply with the 
law, is entitled to any State or county ap- 
portionments of school moneys. The 
work of getting this law passed in all these 
States and Territories has been done by 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, an organization most prolific in 
good works, 

While in many schools the law doubt- 
less is a dead letter, in others this instruc- 
tion is carefully and conscientiously given, 
and constant and untiring efforts are being 
made by the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union for the enforcement of the 
law.
